Sixteen bodies had been recovered 
from the ruins, which were swept by 
a brief fire, when darkness set in, 
and 14 injured had been taken to hose 
pitals. Officials said that 10 or mare 
were missing. Damage was estimated 
at $250,000. 

Many of the victims were 
and girls. 
Spectators and those who managed 
escape, said the building seemed 
to rise in the air, then collapse into 
a mass of debris from which a-cloud 
of dust rose in curling spirals. 

Several girls, M, Garlich, a fore 
man, said, were trapped in one base- 
ment dressing room. Rescuers, gath- 
ered from over the town, worked fe 
verishly with the firemen to cleas

“They know nothing of what hap- 
pened,” he said. “Most of them are 
burned critieally.”

But when monetary temptations are laid out before under- 
graduates to quit school, the transaction assumes unethical 
aspects. College authorities who are genuinely interested in 
educational problems, and parents who are sending their sons 


to college, have a just cause to complain—and take steps if | 


any be possible. 

Of course, if the college athletic authorities or 
alumni are giving inducements equivalent to money to 
the athletes to play baseball, then the colleges cannot 
complain gracefully. 

The issue then is merely a matter of competitive bidding, 
and the major leagues can be expected to-carry off the stars for 
they Can pay more than any alumnus.

In discussing in- 
dividual stocks recently one of the 
leading bankers in Wall Street point- 
ed out that the stock of a certain 
public utility holding company was 
considered in usually well informed 
quarters “the best bet on the list” 
because “insiders had the proper spec- 
ulative scenery.” The stock in ques- 
tion 18S a speculative favorite: but the 
corporation is not an operating com- 
pany. It issues no current earnings. 
It is a sate guess that the bankers 
standing sponsor for the company 
have no idea as to real values behind 
the stock. 

On the other hand there are pub- 
lic utility corporations, operating com- 
panies that issue not only annual re- 
nerts that can be understood by in- 
vestors and speculators but monthly 
earnings. Public Service of New Jer- 
sey belongs in this class. Gross earn- 
of this compnuny for the first 
quarter of 1930 were 3 per cent larger 
than for the corresponding period of 
1929 which wus one of unusual gen- 
eral trade and industrial activity. 
This increase, foo, allows for unsatis- 
factory returns from the transporta- 
tion end. The surplus for common 
dividends for the first quarter was 
nearly 19 per cent above the first 
three months of 1929 and was equal 
to SL a share on 5,385,000. shares 
against S89 cents for the first three 
months of 1929 on 5,302,000 shares.
